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LEGALITY OF VOTE QUESTIONED 


, The vote of the Elba City 
*Gouncil was 3-2 in favor of 
Appointing Councilman Owen 
Ziglar to fill the three year 
unexpired term of Jack Brun- 
son who resigned in early Sept- 
ember. Alegal question on the 
legality of Ziglar voting for 
himself left the group confused 
and the actual outcome of the 
selection of anew mayor some- 
what clowdy. m 
The council finally voted to 
recess the meeting until seven 
o’clock Wednesday night (Oct 
3rd) to discuss the matter fu- 
ther and to allow legal counsel 
time to research the legal as- 
pects of the matter. 


City Attorney Gargh Lindsey 
and City Judge Terry Butts 


were both on hand at the Tues- 


day meeting and rendered legal 
advice to the council. Lindsey 


ane 


and Butts disagreed on the 
matter of the legality of Zi- 
glar’s vote. Butts quoted from 
a telephone conversation with 
the League of Municipalities 
indicating that the Attorney 
General's office was of the 
opinion the vote is legal. Lin- 
dsey read from the State Code 
(laws as passed by the legis 
lature) and under Title 37, Sec- 
tion 433(which is printed later 
in this article) no councilman 
may vote on questions in which 
he has a special financial inter- 
est. 

The Tuesday night meeting 
got started exactly as previous- 
ly discussions with . council 
members had indicated the me- 
eting would go. Acting Mayor 
Charles Ellis read the names 
of five people who had either 
ask for the position or had 


indicated they would acceptthe 
appointment. These names in- 
cluded Councilmen Owen Ziglar 
Sam Sawyer, Mr. Robert Fol- 
som, Mr. Robert H. McCall 
and Mr. Kermit Crook. 

The above names were read 
at 8:05 p.m, Nothing was said 
by any of the councilmen for 
some time and after afew min- 
utes an onlooker, Mr. John 
Garrett, spoke up and after 
noting that in his opinion only 
Ziglar, Sawyer and Folsom we- 
re qualified for the job and that 
Folsom was more valuable in 
his position with the Light and 
Water Department, he would’ 
like the group to appoint Sam 
Sawyer noting that Sawyer had 
the time and the money. No 
action was taken on this. 

Finally at 8:20 the group gen- 
erally agreed without any for- 


mal vote to eleminate both 
McCall and Crook, only stating 
that Crook had casually men- 
tioned that he was available 
to help out if needed and had 
not seriously told the group 
he wanted the job. 

Immediately Councilman Zig- 
lar removed his name from 
consideration “at this time“. 
Following this action Sawyer 
nominated Folsom and Charles 
Ellis seconded. Sawyer then 
said “We are all aware of the 
political munipilations and how 
they work. I just want every- 
one to be aware that I know. 
(He was apparently referring 
to a rumored plan to eliminate 
Folsom by a 3-2 vote and then 
ask Ziglar to re-enter the pic- 
ture, which is what did happen) 
When the votes were cast, Saw- 
yer and Ellis voted for Folsom 


while Ziglar, Ben Carpenter 
and Ronnie Vaughan opposed 
the appointment. 

Just prior to taking the vote, 
Ellis ask City Attorney Lindsey 
if only one nomination were 
presented, did it automatically 
elect the nominated person. 
Lindsey checked the state code 
and read Section 430 of Title 
37 to the council indicating 
that even with one nomination, 
a vote was necessary. 

It was now 8:35 and Car- 
penter ask Ziglar if he would 
reconsider and allow his name 
to be placed in nomination. 
When Ziglar agreed, Carpenter 
made the nomination and Vau- 
ghan seconded the nomination. 
The nominations were then cl- 
osed. 

Here is where the “zinger” 
entered the picture! Acting Ma- 


yor Ellis ask the City Attorney 
Lindsey if a councilman could 
vote for himself in a matter 
such as this, Lindsey read from 
Title 37, Section 433 of the 
Aalbama Code and it reads: 
Councilmen shall not vote in 
certain cases removal. No Cou- 
ncilman shall be entitled to vote 
on any question in which he, 
or his employer, or employee, 
has a special financial interest 
at the time of voting, or was 
so interested at the time of 
his election. For violating this 
section or section 431 of this 
title, he may be removed. (the 
431 mentioned above pertained 
to contracts and work for the 
city. 

City Judge Butts was ask for 
an opinion and related that 
he had telephoned the League 
of Municipalities and after ¢al- 


ling the Attorney General’s off- 
ice the League had informed 
him the vote was legal. 

He also noted that it takes a 
“clear majority” to elect some- 
one to the office (in this case 
three positive votes } 

Ellis then called for a vote 
and Ziglar, Carpenter and Va- 
ughan voted for Ziglar and Saw-~ 
yer and Ejlis opposed the nom- 
ination. When ask “What will 
happen now” Lindsey noted that 
anyone in Elba could file suit 
contesting the legality of his 
vote. He noted that his was only 
an opinion as was the Attorney 
General’s offics opinion andthe 
matter had never been decided 
in a court of law. According to 
Lindsey it would take about 60 
days to carry the matter up to 
the Alabama Supreme Court if 
someone did contest the vote

He did add that Ziglar could 
serve as mayor while the case 
was in the courts. 

Ziglar then made a motionto 
recess the meeting until Wed- 
nesday night at 7:00 and sug

During the course of the legal 
opinions, Ziglar stated “I voted 
for myself as a matter of last 
resort, seeing and knowing the 
counci) would remain dead 
lockedunless I cast my vote.

The book of John, chapter 
21, has an interesting ques- 
tion that Jesus asked Peter. 
“Simon, son of Jonas, lovest 
thou me more than these? Feed 
my sheep”. We have here a 
Story of how Jesus made a 
leader out of a broken and des- 
pondent man, Simon Peter. Th- 
ree times our Lordasked Peter 
this same question and three 
times he responded, “Yes.” 

Does the question refer to 
human companionship? Did 
Jesus mean, “Do you love me 
more than you do your com- 
rades”? He continued to ask 
and he asks this of us. Do 
we love him more than we 
love anyone else? We should 
not love Jesus less than we 
do our friends, family or mate. 
On the other hand, we should 
love Him more as we love 
others more. Peter loved his 
fellows because through them 
some deep, indefinable cray- 
ing, some instinct which was 
inseparable from his life, came 
to its goal. How much more 
does Jesus Christ call out the 
best in us!

Each year thousands of 
charity minded persons go from 
door to door on Halloween trick 
or treating for UNICEF (United 
Nations Childrens Fund) If 
things go as planned, this year 
the trick will be on the Amer- 
ican public and the treat will 
be for North Vietnam. 


From information I have 
received, UNICEF is on the 
verge of giving aid to both 


North Vietnam and Communist- 
controlled areas in South Viet- 
nam. UNICEF’s  exectuive 
board has already authorized 
extending aid to North Viet- 
ham and to the Communists 
in the South as part of a $30 
million program for Indochina 
in 1973-74. Recent reports in- 
dicate that Hanoi is now nego- 
tiating with UNICEF officials 
in order to obtain this assistan- 
ce, 

Whether or not this aid has 
been specifically raised in the 
United States, such a contri- 
bution would be made possible 
by the fact that the United States 
is financing over one-third of 
all UNICEF operations. In 1972 
the United States Government 
contributed $15 million to 
UNICEF -- 30.4 percent of the 
total government contributions 
received by that agency. The 
Russian Government donated 
less than two percent. Indi- 
vidual American citizens don- 
ated $5.9 million in 1972, over 
50 percent of all money re- 
ceived from non-governmental 
sources, while nothing was re- 
ceived from Russian citizens. 
Americans bought over 4) per- 
cent of greeting cards purcha- 
sed from UNICEF and were 
responsible for two-fifths of the 
total sales revenue. The USSR 
share was negligible. 

According to the results 
of my recent constituent ques- 
tionnaire, 85 percent of the 
people in Alabama’s Second 
District said they were opposed 
to giving any type of aid to 
North Vietnam. I have cate- 
gorically opposed any Amer- 
ican aid to help strengthen 
the Communists dictatorship in 
North Vietnam. Even the idea 
that this dictatorship which has 
waged aggressive war against 
its neighbors, tortured our 
POW’s and lied to the world, 
now wants U. S. aid is unthink- 
able. I vehemently oppose any 
sort of aid to North Vietnam 
and especially this underhanded 
backdoor plan of channeling aid 
to the ruling Hanoi clique. 


Although do-gooders back- 
ing UNICEF aid to North Viet- 
nam say this assistance would 
go through the Red Cross to 
help mothers and children, 1! 
seriously question the truthful- 
ness of this statement. If we 
learned anything during our 
long Vietnam involvement, itis 
that Hanoi cannot be trusted. 
It is extremely doubtful whether 
distribution of the aid could be 
adequately supervised to as- 
sure its proper and intended 
use. 

Should UNICEF choose to 
implement the proposed aid to 
North Vietnam despite over-. 
whelming American opposition 
to such assistance, I will 
actively campaign against any 
further American contributions 
to UNICEF. American dollars 
must never be used, directly 
or indirectly to treat our en- 
emies. If Hanoi wants aid, let 
her ask for it from her Russian 
friends, not the U. S. 


Senator Sparkman | 
Answers Questions 


Dear Senator Sparkman: I 
would appreciate it if you would 
consider legislation which 
would extend the expiration date 
for veteran’s benefits, to allow 
veterans to complete their ed- 
ucation. F. S., Bay Minette, Al. 
Sparkman: Under present law, 
a veteran is allowed eight years 
to complete his training. The 
time is computed from the 
individual’s date of discharge 
or from the date of the law, 
whichever is later. For vet- 
erans who were discharged 
prior to June 1, 1966, most 
eudcational benefits will expire 
on May 31, 1974. While the 
educational program has been 
greatly improved in recent 
years it appears to be short 
of being a truly adequate pro- 
gram. I too feel Congress sh- 
ould give consideration to both 
extending the eligible period 
for GI benefits as well as the 
time limit within whichto com- 
plete them. The Senate Com- 
mittee on Veterans’ Affairs is 
currently studying a number of 
recommendations dealing with 
this matter, and I fully expect 
to see some amendments come 
out of Committee which will 
further improve this worthwhi- 
le program.

UNICEF To Aid North Vietnam | Jim Allen Reports 
To The People 


Private Pension Plan Would Assure 
Workers Of Benefits At Retirement 


Last week the United States 
Senate, by a unanimous vote, 
passed trail-blazing legislation 
to strengthen private pension 
plans and to assure 36 mill- 
ion American workers enrolled 
under those plans that their 
dreams of retirement benefits 
won’t vanish into thin air. 

A number of factors com- 
bine to make this legislation 
of vast importance to those who 
are now or who may later 
be covered by pension plans. 
The average American worker 
changes jobs several times 
over the period of his produc- 
tive working years. Some of 
these workers lose their pen- 
sion rights in the old place of 
work and have to start all over 
again in their new jobs. In 
some cases where a business 
fails, the pension plan goes 
with it and the employees get 
nothing. Or sometimes one 
company is taken over by an- 
other which abolishes the pen- 
sion plan and introduces a new 
one which the employee must 
join without credit for his years 
under the old plan. Sometimes 
a worker works for many years 
and just before he becomes el- 
igible for a pension, he is dis- 
charged. Since in many plans 
there are no vested rights toa 
pension, the worker is thus den- 
ied the pension he has looked 
forward to during years ofhard 
work. Sometimes funds are 
mismanaged and the fund is 
unable to pay the pensions earn- 
ed by the employees. Whatever 
the case, thousands of Amer- 
ican working men and women 
have been victimized in the 


past. But the newly-passed 
Senate bill, of which I am a 
co-sponsor, establishes far- 


reaching rules which now will 
provide real retirement pro- 
tection for those workers who 
are enrolled in private pension 
plans. 

It assures, effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1976, that each employee 
of a company which has a pen- 
sion plan will be guaranteed 
benefits, on reaching retirem- 
ent age, based on his or her 


years of employment. 

Under the Senate bill a 
worker who reaches retirement 
age would be entitled to 25 per- 
cent of pension benefits if he 
had had five years of employ- 
ment, 50’ percent if 10 years, 
and 100 percent if 15 years 
or more. This is known as 
vesting and is probably the most 
beneficial guaranty contained 
in the bill. The bill also es- 
tablishes an employer-finan- 
ced, government-run insurance 
program to protect employees 
against failing pension plans. 
It requires all pension plans 
to meet minimum financing st- 
andards and it requires empl- 
oyers to pay adequate funds 
over a 30 year period into plans 
which don’t now meet the newly 
established standards. And it 
creates strong barriers against 
mis-use of pension funds by the 
fund managers. 

Once a worker is vested, 
or guaranteed, aplaceinaplan, 
he retains that claim, or that 
right, even if he shifts to ano- 
ther job and a new pension 
system. His pension rights

are transferred to the new 


fund, This is known as port- 
ability. 
Fortunately, most private 


pension funds are honestly and 
effectively managed. With this 
new legislation--which I cer- 
tainly hope the House will 
adopt--all private pension pl- 
ans will be required to meet 
minimun requirements so that 
millions of men and women cov- 
ered by them can be assured of 
the benefits to which they are 
entitled.

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WEED CONTROL 


Winter weeds _ including 
bluegrass, a weed that produces 
a sticky-type burr, bahiagrass, 
plus a multitude of other weeds 
and grasses, hurt my lawn 
during the winter. This year 
I am planning to use Balan gr- 
anules at the rate of about 
10% pounds per acre. About 
25 to 30 pounds will take care 
of my lawn. 

I plan to put the first ap- 
plication on within the next 
10 days and then repeat about 
the middle of January. Ex- 
perts say that this will keep 
bahiagrass seed from germin- 
ating. Sotheoretically, if Balan 
granules are used twice a 
year-- in October and January, 
you can keep new clumps of 
bahiagrass from coming up. I 
hope that several of the agri- 
business firms in the city and 
county will have this material 
in a few days.

OUTDOOR POTTED PLANTS 


Many plants are grown out- 
side on patios, porches, and 
other places during the sum- 
mer but won’t tolerate Ala- 
bama winters. If you have 
plants like this, late summ- 
er is an excellent time to 
precondition them for a long 
winter indoors. 

Homes don’t usually pro- 
vide ideal conditions for pla- 
nts. Therefore, your plants 
should be healthy if they are 
going to live through the win- 
ter. All plants should have 
a,dark green color and be 
infect and disease free--oth- 
erwise, they should be dis- 
carded. 

Many homeowners “over- 
pot” their plants before mov- 
ing them indoors for the win- 
ter. When a plant is over- 
potted, the roots are usually 
in a pot that is much larger 
than the foliage of the plant. 
Overpotting can cause trouble 
if you don’t have high humidity 
and adequate light for the plant 
in your home. 

Watering practices should 
change when you move plants 
indoors for the winter. Under 
outdoor conditions, plants us- 
ually grow rather fast and use 
large amounts of water. This 
probably won’t be true in the 
house, so check the soil care- 
fully to decide watering needs. 
You should also reduce the am- 
ount of fertilizer that is applied. 

Remember that most plants 
$row better under outdoor con- 
ditions than indoors, so they 
will need special attention this 
winter. Extra attention now will 
mean a better collection of 
plants to move outdoors next 
spring.

xtures of rye and ryegrass in 
bahiagrass and Coastal Ber- 
muda grass sods, This sod 
seeding can best be done in Nov- 
ember after the grass has died. 
If you try this, be sure to 
“either mow or graze the grass 
down low. We have complete 
information on this and would 
welcome a call on this if you 
have questions. Incidentally, 
a little Yucchiarrowleaf clover 
mixed’ in the rye or ryegrass 
would add greatly to the value 
of the grazing. 


PEANUT YIELDS 


Cecil Patterson, who works 
with a commercial fertilizer 
firm in Opp, told me that many 
of the Kinston farmers are hav- 
ing an excellent year in peanut 
production. Gerald Martin, a 
young farmer in the Kinston 
area, told me the same thing. 
Numerous farmers have told 
us that they made over 2500 
pounds per acre. Kinston got 
some rain this year that they 
didn’t ordinarily get. 

If the rain will stop, we are 
still optimistic about harvest- 
ing a better-than-average pea- 
nut cropinthe county. This rain 
we are having, though, is going 
to hurt. We will just have to 
hope for the best in the weather.

There are only 77 cal- 
ories in a two ounce egg.

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Secretary Butz Acts To 
Meet Fertilizer Shortage 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl L. Butz has called for 
cooperation of several federal 
agencies and the fertilizer in- 
dustry in an effort to reduce 
or eliminate growing shortages 
of fertilizer in the U. S&S. 

The Secretary noted an in- 
creased worldwide demand for 
fertilizer and indicated a po- 
tential shortage of about 1.7 
million tons in the U. S. if 
current foreign and domestic 
demand is satisfied. 

As a first step toward im- 
proving the fertilizer situation, 
Secretary Butz asked the Cost 
of Living Council to remove 
promptly price ceilings that 
now apply to fertilizer. 

In a letter to the Council, 
Secretary Butz said “At a time 
we are taking every possible 
course of action to encourage 
American farmers to increase 
production of food and fiber we 
are confronting a potentially 
serious domestic shortage of 
fertilizer, particularly Nitro- 
gen and Phosphate.” 

He noted that presently world 
prices of fertilizer are far 
above ceiling prices imposed on 
domestic sales, a situation that 
threatens “to intensify what 


will be at best a very tight sup- 
ply situation later this year, 
and in the Spring of 1974”. He 


said modification of fertilizer 
price ceilings will permit U.S. 
farmers to bid against for- 
eign users for available sup- 
plies. He also asked for coo- 
operation of the fertilizer in- 
dustry in assuring availability 
of adequate supplies for agri- 
cultural producer needs in 
1974, : 

Mr. Butz further said some 
fertilizer shortages are occur- 
ring due to transportation dif- 
ficulties. He asked the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission 
to assist in helping assure 
that transportation will be av- 
ailable to ship needed fertili- 
zers. : 

The Secretary indicated 
USDA has conferred with the 
Agency for International De- 
velopment (AID) and received 
from that agency a commit- 
ment not to ship fertilizer from 
next February to May, except 
for unusual emergency needs. 
AID purchases fertilizer in the 
domestic market for shipment 
to needy and developing coun- 
tries. 

Secretary Butz called on far- 
mers to avoid waste of ferti- 
lizers. He urged that they 
make soil tests and plan ef- 
fective and efficient use of pl- 
ant nutrients.

Recreational Areas Needed : 


In Coffee County 


During the past summer 
months, many of us have found 
ourselves taking family outings 
or vacation trips, discovering 
some of the natural beauty of 
our land . I was able to en- 
joy some of the most breath- 
taking views as I travelledthru 
the Great Smoky Mountain Nat- 
ional Park. 

One of the things which im- 
pressed me was the untouched 
woodland, and the question 
came to mind, that if we asa 
nation did not make laws to pre- 
vent the destruction of such 
woodland, how long would there 
be a forest such as this? 

This also brought tomy mind 
the realization of the need in 
Coffee County to preserve some 
of its scenic areas. Weasciti- 
zens of Coffee County have a 
great store of beautiful and sce- 
nic areas which need tobe pro- 
tected and preserved for future 
generations. 

We have a beautiful county, 
but so little is offered its peo- 
ple in the form of public picnic 
areas, swimming, fishing, sp- 
orts and hunting spots. We need 
to preserve old homesites wh- 
ich contribute greatly intelling 
the story of the history of Cof- 
fee County. 

With the abundance of wood- 
land and wildlife in our county, 
we shouldn’t have to go to an- 
other state or nearby county to 
find recreation. We should 
work together to secure scenic 
areas and buildthe proper faci- 
lities toaccomodate public rec- 
reation. The Food and Agricul- 
ture Act of 1962 authorized the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
to help landusers in developing 
recreation resources. SCShas 
USDA leadership in this acti- 
vity, including liaison with oth- 
er federal, state and local agen- 
cies that assist with recreation 
development. 

A recent survey titled “RE- 
creation & Open Space Inven- 
tory in Southeast Alabama”, 
details recreation areas in Cof- 
fee and surrounding southeast- 


ern counties, which are now in 
existence. It also designates 
areas which have the potential 
for development by individuals, 
groups and local government. 
This study also points out the 
areas which are now in the 
planning process. 

The inventory, compiled by 
the Southeast Alabama Regional 
Planning and Development 
Committee, Dothan, Ala. and 
the Wiregrass Resource Con- 
servation and Development 
Project, Ozark, Ala. lists its 
goals, purpose, implementation 
and priorities. 

Recreation development can 
add to a farmer’s income and 
help other businesses as well; 
it can aid in diverting cropland 
to a more suitable or profit- 
able use; it can provide an ur- 
gently needed service for city 
dwellers and country people 
alike; and can improve the eco- 
nomy of a community. 

The kind of help that SCS 
gives depends on the type of 
enterprise planned by the land- 
user, but generally includes: 
1. Supplying information on re- 
creation enterprises suited for 
the land . Information needed 
on type soil, and plants for 
the areas involved. 2. Ap- 
praising suitability of sites for 
nature trails, camping and pic- 
nicking, ski-ing or other sp- 
orts. 3. Working out plans 
for the development by land- 
user of pasture and woodlands 
for livestock, big game, and 
other wildlife. 

Coffee County must not be 
deprived of needed facilities 
dor recreation. The preserva- 
tion of open space ensures our 
communities of unspoiled na- 
ture surroundings suitable for 
recreational areas. If youneed 
assistance in developing an out- 
door recreation area, or would 
like to obtain a copy of the 
above mentioned survey, please 
contact your local Soil Conser- 
vation Service, P. O. Box 388, 
New Brockton, Ala.

Farm Bureau 
Offers Theft 
Reward 


The state's largest farm or- 
ganization, the Alabama Farm 
Bureau Federation, has an- 
nounced a $2,000 reward pro- 
gram for information leading 
to the arrest and conviction of 
persons committing the theft 
of cattle and hogs of Farm Bu- 
reau members, according toits 
president, J. D . Hays, The 
livestock producer from whom 
animals are stolen must post a 
reward for information leading 
to the arrest and conviction of 
violators The Farm Bureau 
would then match the producer 
amount up to $1,000. County 
Farm Bureaus may also post 
reward money that would be 
matched by the state organiza- 
tion, according to Hays 

In his announcement of the 
hew program, Hays pointed out 
that all local law enforcement 
officers are eligible to partici- 
pate in the rewards-program at 
a 50 percent ratio. This would 
include Alabama State Troop- 
ers, Game Wardens, Water Pa- 
trolmen, Sheriffs, Sheriff's 
Deputies, and Stockyard and 
Brands Division personnel of 
the State Department of Agri- 
culture and industries. The 
person providing the informa- 
tion would share half his re- 
ward with the law enforcement 
official apprehending the thief, 
said Hays. 

Hays said the reason the 
Farm Bureau was taking this 
step was to encourage farmers 
to take the initiative to post a 
reward and follow through with 
the arrest and conviction of 
livestock rustlers. 

The long time Farm Bureau 
reward program of $200 for in- 
formation leading to the arrest 
and conviction of persons com- 
mitting theft on the property of 
Farm Bureau members is still 
in effect, said Hays.

Collision With 
Ambulance 


Driving home from work, Har- 
old crashed into an ambulance 
at a busy intersection. In short 
order he found himself facing a 
charge of “failing to yield the 
right-of-way to an emergency ve- 
hicle.” 

But in court, Harold came up 
with the following facts in his 
own defense: 

1) that the traffic light had 
been in his favor; 

2) that he had not heard the 
siren because he had his win- 
dows up and his radio on; and 

3) that he had not seen the 
ambulance until the last moment, 
because other cars were obscur- 
ing his vision. 

Under these circumstances the 
court could find nothing negli- 
gent in Harold’s conduct, and 
dismissed the charge. 

Traffic codes generally do give 
special privileges to ambulances. 
However, these privileges are not 
absolute. In case of a collision 
between an ambulance and a pri- 
vate car, the court will weigh the 
entire situation on its merits. 

Furthermore, ambulances have 
privileges only when there is (or 
at least appears to be) a true 
emergency. 

Thus, in another case, an am- 
bulance that was merely return- 
ing to its home office was held 
not entitled to go through a stop 
sign. 

And an ambulance transport- 
ing 2 patient to the hospital, with 
no apparent need for haste, was 
held not entitled to disregard a 
red light. 

Still, in most situations, the 
ambulance’s right-of-way will be 
upheld, One indignant citizen de- 
cided this preference was a form 
of unfair discrimination against 
the motoring public. But when he 
challenged it in court, the judge 
held that he had no kick coming. 

“The grant of special privileges 
to an emergency vehicle,” said 
the judge, “is a proper exercise 

of the police power of the state. 
When human life may be at 
stake, prompt performance of the 
duties imposed upon drivers of 
emergency vehicles is impera-

Alaskan Oil Pipeline 
Said to Make Sense 


Final approval for the 
right-of-way to the Alaska 
pipeline would be an impor- 
tant step in overcoming the 


energy shortage, according to 
Frank N. Ikard, president of 
the American Petroleum In- 
stitute. He has predicted 
that, when the line is fully 
operational, “It will supply 


U.S. refineries with two mil- 
lion barrels of crude oil every 
day.” 

Stating that there are 


proved reserves of about 10 
billion barrels of oil under the 
North Slope of Alaska, Mr. 
Ikard said, “It would make 
very little sense to leave them 
there and to spend more dol- 
lars for oil from foreign 
sources.” 

He said the builders have 
a responsibility to utilize 
every engineering technique 
to assure that there will be 
no significant damage to the 
ecology of Alaska.

Intra-State 
Phone Rates 


Increased 


General Telephone’s Vice 
President in charge of Alabama 
operations has announced that 
intra-state long distance rates 
were increased effective Sept- 
ember 19. 

Bill Entz said the increase 
resulted after a recent court 
decision on a rate request by 
South Central Bell. 

Circuit Judge Richard Em- 
met, in a September 14 de- 
cision, allowed South Central's 
higher rates to be put into 
effect temporarily under the 
guarantee of a $31.4 million 
refunding bond. The Montgom- 
ery County judge’s decision 
superseded the Alabama Pub- 
lic Service Commission’s Aug- 
ust 17 denial of Bell’s $29.3 
million request. 

Entz said that General Te- 
lephone and all other indepen- 
dent phone companies have “on 
file with the Public Service 
Commission a tariff to concur 
with Bell on changes in long 
distance rates.” 

“We have this provision in 
our tariffs so that there will 
be continuity rather than chaos 
on charges for intra-state long 
distance calls,” hesaid. “This 
way, Alabama customers know 
what a call will cost no matter 
where in the state they make 
it from.” 

Some of the intra-state long 
distance rates increased are 
DDD (Direct Distance Dialing), 
where daytime rates go up 
anywhere from 1 to 7 cents; 
and evening and weekend rates, 
1 to 2 cents’ both depending on 
mileage. 

There is no incfease on 
night (11 p.m. to 8 a.m.) DDD 
calls. 

Operator handled calls also 
are affected, with the increase 
on person-to-person and sta- 
tion-to-station calls ranging 
from 1 to 13 cents, again dep- 
ending on mileage.

Ziglar Takes Oath - Goes To Work OnProblems 


er 3rd) meeting of the Elba 
City Council was attended by 
over 30 people, enough that 
the meeting was moved to the 
courthouse. 

At this meeting City Attorney 
G. A.. Lindsey and City Judge 
Terry Butts were ask if any 
additional legal information had 
been received concerning the 
right of Owen Ziglar to cast 
his councilman’s vote for him- 
self as a candidate for Mayor. 
There had been a vacancy in 
the manor’s office since the 
September resignation of Jack 
Brunson. 

Lindsey reported at the time 
that the Attorney General’s 
office had not given him an 
opinion on the exact meaning of 
Section 433, Title 37 of the 
Code of Alabama. He said that 
in the absence of such an opinion 
he could add nothing futher to 
the opinion he had given on Tue- 
sday night that a man could not 
vote for himself if the man was 
to profit from the election. 

Butts then told the council of 
futher conversations with the 
Attorney General’s office anda 
formal opinion written by an 
Assistant Attorney General 
Paul Gish, a veteranof20 years 
in the office and a specialist 
in municipal problems. 

The opinion, dated February 
23rd, 1967, to the City Clerk of 
Cherokee, Alabama, a town of 
less than 12,000, as is Elba.

The Wednesday night( Octob- 


mayor resigned and the Mayor 
Pro Tem had been. sitting as 
mayor for about 1 year. The 
question was “Could he vote 
for himself or anyone else?” 

The opinion explained how 
this type vacancy is filled and 
that in his opinion the man could 
vote for himself. 

Quoting from the opinion 
“There is no statue which pro- 
hibits 4 member of a munic- 
ipal council from voting for the 
person of his choice to fill a 
vacancy in the office of mayor 
where such member is a can- 
didate to fill such vacancy. 

Therefore, I am of the opin- 
ion that Mr. Rich may vote on 
the question of filling the 
vacancy now existing in the 
office of the Mayor of the City 
of Cherokee.” 


After hearing these legal 
opinions, Ziglar expressed a 
desire to take the oath of office 
and begin working as mayor. 
The time was set for 10a.m. 
Thursday and the meeting was 
adjourned. 


Just prior to the adjournment 


several questions were ask of 
the council including a question 
of how the election of Ziglar 
could be protested. Lindsey 
explained this procedure’ and 
later told this newspaper that 
the necessary legal fees pro- 
bably would exceed $2,000, a 
tidy sum for a private citizen 
to put up to contest a Mayor 
of Elba’s appointment. 
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
